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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method for handling global challenge 
authentication registration in a cellular telecommunications network, wherein a Mobile 
Switching Center (MSC) receives a registration message from a mobile station, and it determines 
whether it has capabilities for bypassing global challenge authentication as the following 
method: in cases where the MSC has capabilities for bypassing global challenge authentication, 
it verifies whether a Visitor Location Register (VLR) relating thereto has a record for the mobile 
station from which the registration message has been received, and if so, it bypasses the global 
challenge authentication for the mobile station; furthermore, when the VLR does not have a 
record for the mobile station from which the registration message has been received, performing 
the global challenge authentication; and alternatively, if the MSC does not have capabilities for 
bypassing global challenge authentication, it performs the global challenge authentication for the 
mobile station from which the registration message has been received. Through the best efforts 
in searching from the Examiner, the Bugnon reference is the closest art related to the present 
invention. However, since the Bugnon reference is co-owned by a common assignee to LM 
Ericsson, and this application was filed after 1 1/29/99; therefore, the Bugnon reference can not 
constitute as a prior art under the 35 USC 103(a). The Brown reference alone does not disclose 
whole or part of the present invention.
